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Six  days  a  week  the  new  KPFT  will 
be  divided  into  shifts  rather  than  pro- 
grams. The  person  hosting  Die  shift 
will  provide  a  cohesive  thread  for  the 
large  number  of  produced  features  deal- 
ing with  public  affairs,  the  arts,  survival 
and  just  about  everything  else. 

In  addition  she  or  he  will  play  an 
incredibly  wide  variety  of  music,  take 
phone  calls  on  the  air,  talk  with  live 
guests,  present  live  concerts  and  do 
almost  anything  else.  The  names  of  many 
of  the  people  listed  as  doing  shifts  in 
August  may  not  mean  anything  to  you, 
but  listen  and  you  will  surely  be  de- 
lighted   with    much   of   what   you   hear. 

Because  of  the  sweeping  nature  of  the 
changes  and  the  difficulty  involved  in 
putting  the  new  programming  together, 


we  are  unable  to  list  specific  features 
in  August;  but  beginning  with  the  Sept- 
ember issue  of  the  Guide  we  will  be 
listing  features  according  to  the  shifts 
when  they  can  be  heard  rather  than  at 
a  particular  time.

♦And  thousands  of  other  things  that  are 

now  being  developed. 

'News    features    scattered    through    the 

day. 

'Continued  special  Watergate  coverage. 

♦Legal  advice. 

"Supreme  Court  reports. 

"Locally    produced    serials   and   plays.
